A group of St, Albert 
teen-agers sat in a circle, 
discussing what “turned 
them on == and off,’ The 
talk ranged from art and 
music te racial prejudice, 
phonies and “‘doing your own 
thing,’’ 

Another group was acting 
out real-life situations in a 
Spontaneous drama session 
aimed at helping them learn 
more about themselves and 
each other. 

The two groups came to= 
gether to watch a mind- 
bending multi-media pre- 
sentation of film and slides 
which bombarded the senses 
with impressions that boun=- 
ced simultaneously off four 
screens, 

Together they also spent 
a period of silence and medi- 
tation in a darkened room, 
lit only by a candle, with no 
sound but the soft background 
music of a single guitar. 

At various times during 
the evening, they sang, talked, 
listened, prayed, questioned. 
They communicated, 


What was it all about?Was 
this what they call ahappen- 
ing? 

In a sense, it was, This 
group of Grade 11 and 12 
students from St, Albert High 
School was attending a twi- 
light retreat at the Star of 
the North Retreat Centre in 
St. Albert -= and according 
to the retreat masters and 
the young people themselves, 
the expression of thought and 
feeling that comes out of such 
a session does indeed con- 
stitute a happening. 

What is a retreat? 

One definition is: aperiod 
of time spent away from 
home, family and familiar 
environment -- awithdrawal 
to a peaceful atmosphere 
conducive to self-examina- 
tion and the discovery of 
life’s meaning «and goals. 

A twilight retreat such as 
these teen-agers were att- 
ending lasts from 4:30 to 
10:30 p,m. and is just one of 
many types of retreats off- 


ered by thecentre, There are 
two-day retreats, usually 
held on weekends, private 
retreats for the person who 
wants to be alone for a few 
hours pr a few days, and 
longer retreats of several 
days, arranged for religious 
and business organizations. 

If the words “retreat 
house’? make you think 
vaguely of damp, dark, stone 
corridors, monastic cells 
and solemn dirges -- a visit 
to the Star of the North Re~ 
treat Centre will update the 
image considerably. 


The centre is housed in a 
two-storey, H-shaped stucco 
building, constructed in 1953 
and added to in the inter- 
vening years, Part of the 
complex of buildings which 
dominates the north hill of 
St, Albert and which includes 
Father Lacombe’s Mission, 
the Roman Catholic church 
and rectory, the centre com- 
mands a beautiful view ofthe 
Sturgeon valley. 

Inside, the atmosphere is 
warm, cheerful, serene, The 
60 private guest rooms are 
simple, yet bright and com- 
fortable. 

Hallways are dotted with 
conversation areas where 
comfortable, well-worn 
chairs invite retreatants to 
sit and talk -— or simply to 
sit in silence and enjoy the 
peace and serenity of the 
surroundings, 

The main lounge is fur- 
nished in Danish modern, 
Beamed ceilings, broad- 
loomed floors, a massive 
stone fireplace all add tothe 
warm and relaxing atmos- 
phere. 

The retreat centre is 
operated by the Oblate Fath- 
ers ~ a Roman Catholic order 
which originated in the south 
of France in 1815, They have 
deep roots in St, Albert as it 
was one of their order, 
Father Albert Lacombe who 
established St, Albert as a 
mission of the Catholic 
Church in 1861, 


In recounting the history of 
the retreat centre, its pre- 


FATHER J, 0, FOURNIER, DIRECTOR 
. . .addresses a group of retreatants 
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sent director, Father J, 0, 
Fournier told how the build- 
ing was begun in 1953, 

“I was much impressed 
with retreat houses which 
were being built in Quebec,”’ 


he said, “‘and I felt very 


strongly that the people of 
this diocese needed a place 
to find solace, strength and 
peace, 

“When I was serving as 
Provincial Superior of the 
Oblate Fathers in Western 
Canada from 1950 to 1956, I 
had my chance to build the 
retreat centre, I was told I 
could go ahead as long as I 
didn’t ask for any money.”’ 

Construction of the orige 
inal building was financed 
by the sale of two pleces of 
property owned by the Oblate 
Fathers, 


“We started with 28 
rooms, a chapel and a lect- 
ure room, We used to travel 
to the old mission for meals 
to save expenses.’’ 

After serving in St, Bonl- 
face, Man., and North Battle- 
ford, Father Fournier retur- 
ned last April as director of 
the retreat centre which he 
had founded, 


Since its inception, more 
than 40,000 people have att- 
ended retreats at thecentre. 

‘“‘We were fortunate in the 
beginning to have the help 
of Mr, and Mrs. Leo Ayotte 
of Edmonton,’’ said Father 
Fournier, ‘They organized 
the retreat movement here,’’ 

A group of 400 “friends of 
the retreat’ in Alberta 
under the direction of Re- 
treat Promoter Father Louis 
Morin, now publicize the 
centre through word of mouth 
and distribution of printed 
material. 

Father Morin feels that 
more and more people are 
becoming aware of the exis- 
tence of the centre. This is 
an improvement over the 
time, five years ago, when a 
random survey showed that 
only eight per cent of Alb= 
ertans canvassed had heard 
of ‘‘Star of the North,’ 

“There has been some 
misunderstanding in the past 
as to the function of the 
retreat centre,” Father 
Morin stated. ‘‘Some people 
believed that we operated 
only as a half-way house for 
the rehabilitation of drug 
addicts and alcoholics, Al- 
though we do work in this 
area, the house ts definitely 
open to everyone.,’’ 


The centre is open to Cath- 
olics and non-Catholics alike, 
Groups of men only, women 
only and mixed groups attend. 
About two-thirds of retreat- 
ants are women, 

There ts no established fee 
for a retreat. 

“In the case of an organ=- 
ized group coming in and 
using our facilities, a fixed 
fee might be set,’ Father 
Morin explained, “but other- 
wise, participants make 
anonymous, free-will offer- 
ings.’’ These offerings, 
along with donations and the 
odd bequest, are the sole 
means of support for the

guiding the retreatants. 

In addition to directing the 
over-all activities of there. 
treat centre, Father Four- 
nier, who has over 30 years 
in the ministry, conducts 
groups in what Father Morin 
describes as “an intense and 


personal experience in pray- 
er, ” 


Father Jules Bidault is the 
historian of the group, At 86, 
he is still involved in group 
work and conducts tours of 
the church and mission area, 

Of special interest to staff 
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“Young people really want 
adults and they wantso badly 
to communicate,” said Mrs, 
Iwaasa in commenting onthe 
growing interest in youth 
retreats, “They don’t want 
us to impose adult rules on 
them and once they see that 
we don’t intend to do that, 
they really open up == to us 
and to each other.’”’

uality, He agreed with Mrs, 
Iwaasa that in treating 
adolescents like persons in- 
stead of youngsters, a real 
breakthrough in communica 
tion is possible, 


*‘We all have to break 
through a barrier of fear in 
order to communicate with 
one another,”’ stated Father 
Morin, “‘and this is espece 
fally true of communication 
between the generations. 
Once this breakthrough has 
been accomplished, we see 
people exhibiting much 
greater concern for one 
another’s needs,’’

Report from the Legislature

This week the big news 
comes from two departments 
The first is the introduction 
of The School Act. 

Education Minister Robert 
Clark introduced The School 
Act on Wednesday afternoon, 
Earlier this session I had 
requested that after this bill 
received first reading the 
Legislature would set aside 
at least two days for the 
people of this province to 
make direct representation 
to the members. 

The minister has stated 
that March 3 and 4 will be 
the time designated for such 
purposes, It would be my 
hope that those who have 
expressed disappointment in 
certain sections of the act 
will have no hesitation in 
making their submission on 
one of these two days. 

One of the controversial 
sections is the provision for 
school boards to band to= 
gether for wage bargaining 
on a zone or regional basis, 
This is supported by school 
boards, but opposed by the 
Alberta Teachers Assocla- 
tion, 

Section 117 allows the 
government to set regula- 
tions governing school board 
spending up to a certain 
amount, If a board desires 
to go beyond this amount a 
plebiscite will be necessary. 

Greater degrees of free- 
dom will be provided to the 
school boards to enter into 


agreements with other 
boards, municipalities, cor- 
porations or persons to pro=- 
vide additional educational 
services, 

Short-term borrowing will 
ne longer need ministerial 
approval. 

School plebiscites are 
being opened up to all quali- 
fied Alberta electors and not 
just property owners as in

Fuel Rebates “Hypocrisy 


at its worst” - Horner

Back in 1968 the Social 
Government of Premier 
Manning decided they needed 
to get some more revenue 
and decided that the farmers 
should pay an additional 
amount, In spite of heated 
objections by the Conserva- 
tive opposition and, indeed, 
the entire opposition at that 
time, the Social Creditors 
voted for this three cents 
a gallon to be applied on 
farm fuel. This, in spite of 
the fact that they stood before 
farm groups and said they 
were against it - they still 
went into legislature and on 
a recorded vote voted forthe 
implementation of this tax. 

Subsequently, when they 
went back to their ridings 
the heat was on and they had 
to come up with something

in regard to the three cents 
a gallon on farm fuel. So at 
the 1969 legislature the pro- 
vinelal secretary who is in 
charge of this particular act, 
brought in some amending 
legislation in which he sald 
they would be rebating the 
three cents a gallon to the 
farmers for the farm fuels 
that they bought after the 
first of June, 1969. 

Cf course, this was after 
the major spring work was 
done so that they wouldn’t 
have to rebate the tax to the 
farmers for the majority of 
their inputs onthe 1969 crop. 
However, the following is the 
evidence of the sincerity of 
the Social Government when, 
up until February of 1970, 
they had only rebated $99,- 
000 out of a total collected 
of $4,000,000, In fact, they 
had only rebated 2.5 per 
cent of the amount of money 
that they have collected. 
Surely this is hypocrisy at 
its worst? The regulations 
they formulated for the re- 
bate of the tax are compli- 
cated. Most farmers have 
simply thrown up their hands 
and let it go.

It is certainly true that 
reference material is lack- 
ing in some areas because 
of curriculum changes by 
the department of educat'on 
and a number of other reas- 
ons. This, however, Is 
equally true in many Edmon- 
toa schools, 

Furthermore, the impll- 
cation that all schools in 
Edmonton have superior lib- 
raries to schools in St, 
Albert is really an opinion, 
A recent library survey con- 
ducted by Edmoaton, which 
assesses schoollibraries 
within the Edmonton public 
system, would suggest that 
a number of Edmonton 
schools do not have librar= 
les that are as well equipped 
as libraries in our district, 

Any comparison of school 
libraries must take into cone 
sideration the number of 
titles per pupil, the length 
of time a school has been in 
operation, the nature of the 
school, as well as a number 
of other factors, It is a fact 
that many elementary 
schools in Edmonton do not 
have full-time teacher libra- 
rians. All the schools tn St, 
Albert Protestant Separate 
School District do, 

To judge and single out 
one school library on the 


basis of a social visit that 
occurred a year and a half 
ago and classify the school 
library as ‘“‘pitiful’ is a 
misrepresentation of what 
exists at present, 

It is still lacking in cer- 
tain areas that will take 
time and money to correct. 
Since the time of Mrs, John= 
ston’s visit, however, the 
school has had the services 
of a full-time librarian as 
well as additional money 
granted for library muter- 
jals above the annual per 
pupil allotment, 

There is every indication 
that extra money will be 
granted again this year as 
the improvement of librar- 
jes continues to be a prior= 
ity item, 

A great deal of time and 
effort is necessary in order 
to objectively evaluate any 
school library, The number 
of books on tie libraryshel- 
ves at any given time during 
the year is a poor guide to 
assessment as library and 
reference books should bein 
use by studeats and not sit 
on the shelves, 

Co-ordination between the 
services of the town library, 
aid school libraries would, 
in my opinion, be excelleat.
